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is a Greek word, and ſigni es no more 
than a Diſciple of Chriſt. Now none are 
his Diſciples (as he himſelf profeſſes) but 
thoſe that do his Will. That Men of Re- 
ſiſtance Principles do not his Will, is too 
notorious, than here to need a repeated 
Proof. Secondly, from the Nature of Bap- 
tin. Upon the Fall of our Protoplaſt 
Adam, all Mankind was involv'd in Ori- 
ginal Guilt, and obnoxious to the Eter- 
nal Torments of Hell Fire. Obnoxious 
he muſt ſtill have continu'd, had not God, 
out of his infinite Mercy, contriv'd a 
way for his Redemption. That Man- 
kind, the Workmanſhip of his Hands 
might not therefore periſh, he ſends his 
Son to dye for him, to pay that Debt 
which he himſelf was never able to pay, 
and covenants with him for his Life. The 
Satisfaction which Chriſt here made was 
not to reach to thoſe who obſtinatel 
continu'd extra peculium, without the Pale 
of the Covenant, Mankind was ſtill ſhort 
of Salvation; after God had done fo 
much for him, ſomething he muſt now 
do for himſelf; before he can have any 
Title to the benefits of Chriſt's Death, he 
muſt ſubſcribe to the following Articles. 
Firſt, he muſt renounce the Devil and all his 
Works, together with the Pomps and V anities 
of this wicked World, and all the ſinful 1. 
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of the Fleſh. Seconclly, he muſt believe all 
the Articles of the Chriſtian Faith; and 


thirdly and laſtly, he muſt teep Gods holy 


Mill and Commaud ments, and walk in the 


fame all the days of his Life. "Theſe Articles 


muſt be ſubſeribꝰ'd to hy all thoſe that come 
into the Chriſtian Covenant, and are call'd 
Chriſtians. Now, if without promiſing 
to perform theſe Articles no Man can 
be made à Chriſtian, certainly without 
the actual performing of them, no Man 
can continue ſo. That the Whizs do not 
perform them, is plain; ſor their allow- 
ing of Reſiſtance to be lawful,” is a Sin 
upon 2 Now finning upon Prin. 
ciple is ſo far from renuuntcing the Works 
7 the Devil, that it is working of them: 

o far from keeping God's Gymmandments, 


that *tis a direct breaking of them, as 


St. Peter tells you, 1 Pet. 2. 13, 14. Submit 
Jourſelves to every Ordinance 1 Man: fur the 
Lord's ſake, —— for ſo is the Mill of God. 
So that here are two Articles out of the 
three of the Covenant broke by their 
damnable Principle of Reſiſtance; and will 
they {tiff have the Face to call themfelves 
Chriſtians?
